Alert Lasts Two Hours 
The London alert lasted approx­ 
imately two hours and was one of 
the longest since May 1942. 
Tho last great raid on London j 
occurred on May IO, 1941 when 4 >0 
t a < of bombs were unloosed and 
nearly 1.500 persons were 
killed.
